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Impression Technic in Full Denture Construction* 
By Clifford S. Kile, D.D.S., Hutchinson, Kansas 


[Editor’s Note: The name of Dr. Clifford S. Kile should be a familiar one to the 
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members of the Chicago Dental Society. He has presented numerous léctures and 
clinics throughout the nation, among which was a series of Limited Attendance Clinics 
at our 1951 Midwinter Meeting. His natural scientific ability has only been augmented 
by his undergraduate dental education, and he has been a private practitioner of 
dentistry in Hutchinson, Kansas since 1919. In 1950, the Journal of the American 
Dental Association announced Dr. Kile as the “dentist of the half century” for the 
state of Kansas. His contributions to the profession and the public at large include 
several inventions, the installation of a dental educational program in Hutchinson 


realize that perhaps no phase of pros- 
thetics has evinced more discussion, 
claims, counterclaims, praise, and criti- 
cisms than has full denture impression 
methods and ma- 
terials. 

It is with this 
thought in mind 
that I humbly pre- 
sent this paper, with 
the full knowledge 
that many much 
wiser and more ex- 
perienced men are 
producing beautiful 
dentures over im- 
pressions far differ- 
ent in technical procedural detail from 
the method to be presented. 

I wish to make it clear that I have no

public schools, and leadership in numerous civic activities.] 


financial interest in any of the materials 
employed, and to stress the fact that this 
is not adapted to production-line methods 
of denture construction. 

To paraphrase Mr. Churchill, who had 
nothing to offer the British people but 
sweat, blood, and tears, I have nothing to 
offer but work, patience, and satisfaction. 

I believe the end results will warrant 
the time and study given in perfecting 
one’s self in the management of the ma- 
terials, and judgment in knowing when 
the impression is correct. This will de- 
velop only through experience, but I wish 
to point out that there are no shortcuts— 
shortcuts always lead to difficulties. 


SHARP DETAIL 


I believe no other material or method 
of procedure as employed today will pro- 
duce as sharp detail of the tissues in- 
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volved, especially the soft palate flexure 
line, where so much difficulty, guesswork, 
and discussion have arisen. It is not my 
purpose nor desire to criticize any of the 
past or present methods or materials; they 
have fulfilled a need and assumed their 
rightful places in the scheme of full den- 
ture construction. This is merely a pres- 
entation of my own version of another 
phase in this important work, realizing 
that perhaps someday a newer and better 
method will develop. 

This method evolved from a desire to 
ascertain first hand what my patients 
were trying to tell me regarding the feel 
of their dentures, for I could not under- 
stand their language, nor they mine, so 
decided fifteen years ago to gain some 
first-hand information by building an im- 
mediate upper denture for myself, and 
from my own experiences, this method 
developed and has been in use for about 
ten years, so it is not just another theory. 

I shall not bore you with a long and 
detailed review of the anatomy involved, 
for you are all familiar with that. While 
this knowledge is basic in the field of full 
denture impressions, it is not essential that 
we remember the names of all the mus- 
cles, or their origin, insertion, action, 
nerve and blood supply, for regardless of 
this and the fact that there has always 
been surgical interference which might 
have produced some structural and func- 
tional change from the original idea!, we 
still have to build the dentures on the re- 
maining tissues. 


In constructing a denture that is in 
harmony with the individual movement 
and pressure tolerance of the supporting 
structures, we must produce a denture 
base having proper tissue contact. I wish 
to offer my version of the three essentials 
of denture construction in their order of 
importance : 

First: Proper tissue contact, which 
means tissue comfort; 

Second: Masticating efficiency, which 
in turn results from proper occlusial bal- 


ance and this in turn assists in tissue com- 
fort; 

Third: Esthetics. 

We hear much of the post-dam area 
and post damming the denture base, and 
it appears to be quite a universal proce- 
dure, but may I be so bold as to state that 
with this impression method, post-dam- 
ming is unnecessary and is not employed. 

It is not alone the buccal and labial 
periphery that is important, but the flex- 
ure line of the soft palate muscles as well; 
in fact, this area is probably the most im- 
portant, and has caused no end of dis- 
cussion and trouble. 

Pendleton, in an article in the July 1936 
issue of the A.D.A. Journal, recognizes 
the fact that there is “great variation on 
the two sides as well as in different pa- 
tients,” and shows pictures on page 1249 
of “distinct forms of posterior palatal 
borders.” He recognizes the fact that 
there is a great variation in the soft 
palate flexure line but, as far as I have 
been able to ascertain, no classification of 
these variations has been attempted. 

It is a common belief of the laity and 
unfortunately of some of the profession 
that the tissues of the mouth, especially 
the muco-buccal fold tissues, deteriorate 
after the teeth are lost, resulting in a sag- 
ging of the facial tissues and loss of tissue 
tone. I do not believe this to be the case 
if the mouth is restored with dentures 
having proper tissue contact, and afford- 
ing proper functional support to the pe- 
ripheral tissues. In cases that have worn 
ordinary run-of-the-mill dentures, where 
the peripheral tissues have sagged due to 
lack of proper functional support, these 
tissues can be stimulated and rejuvenated, 
and tissue tone restored if given proper 
functional support. With this impression 
method, the tissues are neither misplaced 
nor displaced, but fingerprint-detail rec- 
ords of the tissues involved are secured 
during normal functional activity. After 
all, we are not especially interested in just 
Sunday teeth. This same method is em- 
ployed with equal satisfaction in immedi- 
ate denture construction and partial sad- 
dle impressions. 

You will doubtless agree that the mus- 
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cles involved in mastication, deglutition, 
speech, etc. all perform their movements 
involuntarily during normal functional 
activity, so the more nearly we can simu- 
late these conditions during the process 
of developing the impression, the more 
perfect it will be. 


MUSCLE INVOLVEMENT 


It is common knowledge that the mus- 
cles involved in denture construction will 
constrict, contort, and react in all sorts of 
ways the instant the operator tries to 
manipulate them arbitrarily, and we must 
remember that the dentures we build are 
primarily for use away from our offices. 

Observation will reveal the fact that 
nothing can be taken into the mouth 
normally without the act of inhaling. One 
cannot blow out and take food into the 
mouth at the same time. 

It therefore follows that if we can em- 
ploy this normal muscular movement in a 
perfectly relaxed and normal manner dur- 
ing the process of developing our im- 
pression we will be able to produce an 
impression of the tissues involved as they 
perform normally. 

In order to secure these desirable re- 
sults, we must have an impression tray 
that will not inhibit the muscle movement 
and an impression material that is soft 
enough to record these movements with- 
out resistance and which, in turn, will 
then set up hard enough so that it will 
not distort from the handling necessary 
to complete the case. 

The impression trays employed for this 
purpose are plain blank vulcanite base 
plates with no handles, but with wax bite 
rims built on them to approximate bucco- 
labial contour and vertical. 

Experience alone will dictate the pe- 
ripheral detail required for a satisfactory 
compound impression for your tray, re- 
membering that the better the tray im- 
pression, the less corrective relief will be 
required to afford the tissues proper free- 
dom of movement during the process of 
developing the final impression ; however, 
dowish at this point to explain the 
method employed in developing the soft 


palate flexure line in the compound im- 
pression which I believe is not generally 
employed in an impression for a base tray. 

The stock tray selected is first lubri- 
cated, the compound properly prepared 
and placed in the tray. After the initial 
impression and chilling, the tray is re- 
moved and the distal overhanging com- 
pound is cut off; then, trace some com- 
pound over the post-dam area and reseat. 
This will insure tissue contact. Next, thin 
the compound anteriorly from this distal 
periphery on the tray side, gently flame 
the tissue side of the posterior periphery, 
temper and reseat impression in the 
mouth while at the same time have the 
patient draw on your finger as you hold 
the compound in place as though they 
were smoking. Two or three puffs will 
suffice. Be particular that they do not 
suck on your finger with their tongue for 
to do this will raise the tongue and also 
the soft palate but by drawing on your 
finger as in smoking, the soft palate mus- 
cles will flex downward the same as when 
food is taken in the mouth. 

Upon removing the compound, you 
will observe that the softened distal pe- 
riphery has been turned down; remove 
this turned down roll with a sharp in- 
strument, then re-soften the edge and re- 
peat the procedure as outlined, until the 
periphery is just a smooth rounded edge. 


FINAL IMPRESSION 


With trays and bite rims for the eden- 
tulous case completed, buccal and labial 
contour developed, and vertical estab- 
lished, the case may now be mounted on 
the articulator of choice, the teeth set up, 
and occlusion adjusted; then, one may 
proceed with building the final impression 
in the same manner as for a rebase case as 
explained in my article on this subject in 
the December, 1942 issue of Dental Sur- 
vey. 

Other methods may be employed in 
completing the denture, but that is an- 
other phase of the work and time will not 
permit its discussion here. 

The impression material is Zinc Oxide, 
mixed with a hybrid resinous liquid, con- 
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sisting of five parts of Zorite and three . 
parts of Ackerman’s Fast Liquid. These 
must be measured very accurately and 
stirred together thoroughly. Neither of 
these liquids alone will produce the de- 
sired results. The Zinc Oxide recom- 
mended is Mallinckrodt’s. I do not ad- 
vise using the powder ordinarily supplied 
with the liquids mentioned, for they are 
designed for an entirely different method. 
This particular mixture has a long shelf 
life and will not crystallize from exposure. 
The consistency of the mix is that of 
heavy whipping cream, but may be varied 
for particular uses as will be explained. 
The normal mixing time is about two 
minutes, with one minute allowed for ap- 
plication to base tray, and about two min- 
utes for set in the mouth. Atmospheric 
conditions may influence the set some- 
what, but it can be accelerated by addi- 
tion of a drop or two of ordinary bath 
alcohol to a quantity of liquid on the 
mixing pad the size of a dollar, and 
thoroughly mixed before powder is added. 
To retard the set use a like amount of 
Zorite liquid in the same manner. The 
material is mixed on a paper pad in the 
same manner as crown and bridge ce- 
ments. Experience, of course, is required 
to secure the desired consistency, dexter- 
ity of application, etc. The set is gradual, 
quite similar to that of the old salt taffy, 
and it is about that shade and hardness 
when thoroughly set. It can be whittled 
or ground with a vulcanite burr for cor- 
rections as the impression develops. The 
volume change is nil, and if kept in water 
will exhibit no crazing or crumbling over 
quite a long period of time. It does pro- 
duce a slight biting sensation, but this 
lasts only a minute or so and patients sel- 
dom, if ever, remark about it. 


RELAXED POSITION 


The position of the patient in the chair 
is of vital importance; since we propose 
to build a functional impression, they 
should be in as comfortable and relaxed 
position as possible. The position should, 
as nearly as possible, simulate the position 
assumed at the dining table, soda foun- 
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tain, card table, or office desk, even to 
getting up and walking around the office. 
I tell my patients they can do anything 
but run away. The whole body should be 
slightly forward, arms resting on arms of 
the chair, with head slightly forward and 
not in contact with chair headrest. 

With the patient comfortably seated, 
he is then provided with a straight glass 
hospital tube which has one end flamed 
to a closure of about twenty gauge size, 
and a glass with only a few drops of water 
in it. The operator should have a straw 
and glass of his own, in order to demon- 
strate to the patient just what to do. 

With the impression material in the 
upper tray, it is carried to the mouth and 
lightly jiggled into place. The lower bite 
rim tray is then seated and the patient is 
instructed to close and then click the jaws 
together a time or two. This not only seats 
and positions the upper tray, but relaxes 
the muscles. 

At this point the patient is handed his 
glass and straw and instructed to take a 
few draws on it as though it were a glass 
of coke or lemonade. The small amount 
of water will cause a gurgling sound 
which is purely for psychological pur- 
poses, and so the operator, when out of 
sight of the patient, will know whether or 
not they are doing as instructed. After a 
suck or two, have the patient remove the 
straw, close and swallow, then spit. These 
are all normal functional activities. Then 
repeat the procedure and continue this 
routine until impression material has 

stiffened sufficiently so the tissues cannot 
move it. Leave the upper tray in position 
and remove the lower, wash and dry it, 
then apply a fresh mix of the impression 
material, and seat as you did the upper. 
Follow the same routine as with the up- 
per, except that before spitting, suggest 
that the patient lick the material from the 
corners of the mouth which has been ac- 
cidentally-on-purpose left there as the 
tray was introduced, suggesting it is pie, 
watermelon, or some sort of food. The 
patient usually laughs, and the tongue 
immediately goes into action, which in 
turn moulds the lingual periphery. Repeat

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EDITORIAL 


OF MICE AND MEN

EXCESSIVE SALIVATION 


To The Editor:—Is there any drug 
that will stop excessive salivation and 
drooling in a patient who has had a 
partial facial paralysis from a cerebral 
accident? — Michael C. Nash, M.D., 
Medford, Mass. 

Answer:—Belladonna, atropine, sco- 
polamine or stamonium will probably be 
found most effective in reducing the se- 
cretion of saliva. Banthine (50 mg. three 
times daily) might also be tried.— 
Queries and Minor Notes, ].A.M.A.,

ANTIBIOTICS 


Today, the practitioner of medicine will 
be found wanting unless he understands 
clearly the experimental background for 
the clinical use of the many antibiotics 
which are, or soon will be, at his disposal. 
His knowledge must be such that he un- 
erringly administers the antibiotic of 
choice. 

Five years ago this was easy; one rec- 
ommended the use of penicillin if it ap- 
peared to be indicated. Four years ago 
the situation became more complicated 
owing to the introduction of streptomy- 
cin. Now the situation is further compli- 
cated with the choice of bacitracin, au- 
reomycin, chloromycetin, or terramycin, 
in a wide variety of infections. And new 
ones will soon be available. 

The increasing range of efficacy of 
these agents against infectious processes, 
the ease with which they can be admin- 
istered and the certainty of their bene- 
ficial action, have completely altered the 
medical, social and economic aspects of 
infectious diseases. Since certain of the 
antibiotics, such as aureomycin, are ad- 
mirably suited for home use, the costs of 
hospital and other medical care are often 
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avoided. With the increase in our knowl- 
edge of possible prophylactic uses for 
these agents, they are becoming valuable 
in preventing certain infectious processes 
from developing after exposure has taken 
place, and in minimizing the seriousness 
of others. 

The practitioner should know whether 
a given antibiotic has a primarily bacteri- 
cidal or primarily bacteriostatic effect 
against micro-organisms. This knowledge 
permits him to gauge more accurately 
the dosage and duration of therapy. Peni- 
cillin G is the most effective against gram- 
positive micro-organisms in vitro, and 
aureomycin and streptomycin are close 
seconds. 

When aureomycin is administered by 
mouth in a single dose of moderate size, 
the maximal absorption, as measured by 
its concentration in the blood serum, ap- 
pears to take place in from two to four 
hours and detectable quantities of the 
antibiotic may be present in the blood 
stream for at least twelve hours. . . . 
Much is unknown about the pharma- 
cology of aureomycin, and further prog- 
ress in this field awaits the determination 
of its chemical structure. . . . 

Chloromycetin is relatively insoluble, 
and for that reason oral administration is 
preferred. When a single moderate dose 
is given by mouth, the concentration in 
the blood reaches a peak within two 
hours and then declines; at eight hours 
its presence is no longer detectable. . . . 

When terramycin is administered in a 
single dose of 2.0 g. to fasting individuals, 
it can be found in the blood serum within 
thirty minutes and may remain detectable 
for more than twenty-four hours. In this 
respect, terramycin differs from either 
aureomycin or chloromycetin...: 

In summarizing current thought con- 
cerning the selection and use of anti- 
biotics, we shall confine ourselves to the

this procedure until the material has set. 
Do not attempt to loosen the impression 
bases manually, but instead give the pa- 
tient a glass of water and have him rinse 
them loose, or perhaps assist with spray 
along the mucobuccal fold. 


PRESSURE AREAS 


After the bases are removed from the 
mouth, wash in cold water, blow dry, and 
examine for pressure areas which will be 
evidenced by the tray showing through 
the impression material. These areas must 
now be relieved, preferably with a vulcan- 
ite burr of suitable size. After the pressure 
areas have been relieved, a new mix of 
impression material is applied to these 
spots. The impression is immediately re- 
turned to the mouth, together with the 
opposing one, of course, and the pre- 
viously described patient routine proce- 
dure is carried through. This is repeated 
with the lower, then both re-examined for 
pressure areas, and the whole routine 
procedure is repeated until all pressure 
areas are corrected and no tray spots 
showing through. 


Peripheral areas that are short will ap- 
pear as tapering out to a thin paper edge, 
support these edges by backing them up 
with base plate wax, add new impression 
material and proceed as for the pressure 
areas. Experience alone is the only 
method whereby one will know when the 
impression is correct. 

After all pressure areas have been prop- 
erly relieved and spotted out with new 
material, you will observe a thin overlap- 
ping of material; some of this may be re- 
moved with a scraper. Wash and dry 
impression, then make fresh mix of ma- 
terial, but slightly thinner than previous 
mixes. Paint the entire surface of the im- 
pression with the thinner mix, using a 
short stiff mucilage brush. When brush 
marks have smoothed out, insert, and 
have patient repeat the previous routine 
procedure. When the material is suffi- 
ciently set, proceed with the lower in 
like manner, and when all material is 
properly set, have patient release them 
with water as described. A truly func- 
tional impression to fingerprint detail 
of all available areas will result. 

The procedure for finishing the final 
immediate impression is as follows: 

The tray for the immediate case is 
built around the teeth so that the teeth

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protrude through the tray thus preserv- 
ing the original centric and vertical. 
The same method of developing the 
final impression is employed as in the 
edentulous case except that when the 
final impression of the ridge and ante- 
rior labial areas is completed, remove any 
impression material from between the 
remaining teeth, then with a tray of 
suitable size take an alginate impression 
of the protruding teeth and adjacent 
tray, remove the alginate impression, 
then the ridge impression. After the 
alginate has been treated and stiffened 
somewhat, remove it from the tray and 
reassemble on the ridge impression tray 
and proceed to build your model. 
When either edentulous or imme- 
diate impressions are finished, they are 
boxed in Gelum and tinfoiled. One ad- 
vantage of tinfoiling the impressions is 
to enable one to separate the impression 
from the model intact and then utilize 
it in completing the case, thereby elim- 
inating the necessity of building a new 


tray and use of a stabilizing paste; how- 
ever, this is a laboratory procedure, and 
not within the province of this paper. 

The reasons for a vulcanite tray are: 
First, the contrasting color; second, the 
cuttings resulting from relief of the 
pressure areas are readily seen and can 
be easily removed by wiping impression 
with pledget of cotton dampened with 
Energene. 

Acrylic trays are not used because 
they are too hard and glassy, not easily 
cut with a knife, and fuzz up too much 
when a burr is used. The cuttings, even 
though the acrylic is colored, are not 
easily seen on the impression. 

Shellac base material cannot be prop- 
erly adapted to the casts and is too friable. 

A presentation of this kind must of 
necessity be quite detailed, and no doubt 
has seemed too lengthy and tedious, but 
in practice it is probably no more com- 
plicated than some of the other methods 
now in use, and I only promised you 
work, patience, and satisfaction.

systemic use of antibiotics, because we 
think their employment as topical agents 
is generally unnecessary and often dan- 
gerous. Sensitization of an antibiotic can 
readily be produced by its local use. 

What is first choice today may not be 
recommended at all a year hence, so 
fast is work progressing. But though our 
recommendations are liable to revision 
as experience increases or new antibiotics 
are developed, the physician should bear 
in mind certain fundamental rules. 

1. Adequate doses should be em- 
ployed. 

2. Do not overtreat the patient. 

3. Remember that in most instances 
the response should be prompt, As a rule, 
if definite clinical improvement is not 
evident within one to three days, the phy- 
sician should question further therapy 
with that particular antibiotic. 

4. While infecting micro-organisms 
frequently, and often quickly. develop 
step-like resistance to streptomycin, and 
less frequently to penicillin, they seldom 
develop a similar resistance to aureomy- 
cin or chloromycetin. 

5. In severe or fulminating infections, 
if two or more effective antibiotics are 
available, use them simultaneously. The 
aim of all antibiotic therapy is to bring 
the infection under therapeutic control as 
speedily as possible. 

6. Do not give antibiotics on a hunch 
that they might do some good. Use them 
only when they are indicated. 

In rheumatic subjects, intramuscular 
administration of procaine penicillin G 
before and after extraction of teeth, re- 
moval of tonsils, or any operative pro- 
cedure around the nose or throat, will 
materially aid in preventing development 
of subacute bacterial endocarditis.—Re- 
printed from AMA Journal. 


CIVILIAN EMPLOYEES 
IN GOVERNMENT 


The total number of civilian employees 
in Federal, state, and local governments 
in 1950—with the defense effort hardly 
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begun—was nearly two million more than 
the total of ten years ago. In 1950, the 
total monthly payroll of civilian em- 
ployees in Federal, state, and local gov- 
ernments increased approximately 170% 
since 1940. In 1950, the public debt had 
increased 580% since 1939—and 525% 
since 1940. Per capita expenditures of all 
governments (Federal, state, and local) 
rose from $131.51 in 1939, to $392.15 in 
1949. Per capita expenditures in 1923, 
for example, were $72.47. Expenditures 
for one governmental unit, the Federal 
Security Agency, have increased $343,- 
000,000 since 1941. Aids received by the 
states from the Federal government for 
public welfare were 265% greater in 
1949 than ten years earlier.—Civilian
